DR. C. WORTH KRISE DEAD. 


Dr. C. Worth Krise, one of the most 


jrominent and well-known physicians in 
he Cumberland Valley, died at Carlisle, 
>n Tuesday, of pneumonia, agnd 52. 


Dr. Krise, a SOD of Abraham Krise, was 


born near Gettysburg in 1848. 
He was a 


student at Pennsylvania College, Gettys- 
burg, and at Franklin and Marshall, Lan- 
caster. He read medicine here with Dr. J. 
W. C. O'Neal and in 1871 graduated from 
the medical department of the University 
of Maryland. In November of the same 
year he took up practice in Carlisle. 


Dr. Krise was a member of the Camber- 


and Couuty and the Pennsylvania Medi- 
cal Societies, also ol the American Medical 
Association. From 1S75 to 1880 be was 
jhysician totheCumberland county home, 
ind also physician to the county prison. 
[n politics he was a Democrat. Three 
times he was a member of the County 
Standing Committee and was twice chair- 
man of the county convention. He also 
served for three years as president of the 
Town Council of Carlisle.

identified with the Odd Fellows and the 
Fraternal Mystic Circle. He wan a mem- 
ber of the Reformed Church. A wife (nee)

In order to have a good yield of pota- 


toes, it is necessary to have good seed in 
good 
condition. 
We 
usually 
select 


smooth, well shaped tuoers at storing 
time. It is n good plan to keep the &eed 
potatoes in boxes or barrels, and, when 
sprouting time approaches, pour them 
from one vessel to another at ;eaat once a 
week to prevent sprouting. It is impossi- 
ble to get a good stand from seed that has 
beer, permitted to sprout, so greatiy does 
it impair the vitality of the tubers. 


In the matter of cutting potatoes for 


planting, the practice 
varies greatly. 


Planters 
have 
their own 
preference 


formed from individual experience, but 
individual practice is infliiL-ncud by the 
abundance and the piice ot potatoes at 
planting time. By a serieb of experiments 
made by nineteen experiment stations, 
and the results tabulated by the U. S. 
Agricultural Department, it has been 
shown thai the yield from whole potatoes, 
was nearly douliie that from single eyes; 
that the yield from two-eye pieces was 21 
rx.r cent, greater than from single eyps; 
that the yield from quarters was 16 per 
cent, greater than from two-eye pieces, 
and that the yield from halves was 18 per 
cent, greater than from quarters. It was 
found that every increase in the size o! 
the piecf «'aa followed hy an increased 
gross saleable yield. But the tables show 
that taking into account, the increased 
amount of seed and the higher price of 
potatoes at planting time, it is usually 
more profitable to plant halves than 
whole potatoes. la these experiments 4 
ot. potatoes were used. As it requires 
340 such potatoes to make a bushel, and 
there are 4S4U sq. yds. in an aoru, if we 
plant in hills one yard apart, in rows one 
yard ajnrt, it will require over 20 bushels 
of whole potatoes to the acre, or 10 bush- 
els of halves, or 5 bushels of quarters. 
When planted in drills it will of course 
require more seed. But if the potatoes 
aie mature when taken from the ground 
there will be little loss in using much 
smaller potatoes. The piece planted is 
more ot the nature of a scion than of a 
seed, and we do not select, overgrowth 
when we graft fruit trees. Experiments 
extending over a number of years have 
shown that potatoes do not deteriorate be- 
cause amall seed potatoes aie used. But 
the sew potato uses the material in the 
old in the early stages of its growth, and 
for this reason si^e is an advantage. 


In ttiis country where the boil is always 


moist at planting time it does not affect 
the yield to have the sepd cut in advance 
of planting, but in localities where the 
planting is at times necessarily done in 
dry soil, the results are meager 11 fresh 
cut seed is put in the dry boil. The soil 
will absorb everv drop of moisture. Of 
course, when potatoes are cut in advance 
care must be taken to prevent tnem from 
heating or drying. 


In selecting soil for potatoes, we should 


choose level upland, as. hillsides ^ash and 
are hard to cultivate. Tlie soil should be 
deep, fertile, friable, of good natural or 
artificial drainage, and should have been 
plowed deep at formpi- cultivations. Po- 
tatoes grown in heavy soila are usuully of 
inferior quality and are more liable to 
scab and other diseases. 


On farms wheie there is little soil suita- 


ble or place available for potatoes the 
same spot may be used bucftssfully for 
mi^ny yeais. But ground soused is liable 
to become filled w i t h disease germs, and 
the requisite ainountol" decayed vegetable 
matter (humus) can be kept up only by a

Kotation—"potatoes, wheat, c'o'.or, pota- 
toes," for a good many years, but find it 
is better to substitute rye for wheat, as 
we cannot get all-bcuson potatoes out of 
the ground in time for the wheat to get a 
good start. Clover, too, does .veil with 
rye, here. 


For r. field crop we prefer to use corn- 


stalk laud, not only because oat", which 
usually follows corn iu our rotation, is a 
rather risky crop, but because the plow- 
ing and thorough tillage of corn land rids 
the ground in some measure nl least ot 
that pest of the potato patch, the grub 
worm—tlie lariae ol the June bug. It is 
true the little rascal suns sevv-ial years 
underground and is frequently found two 
or more feet below the sui face, but it is 
also true that it is not vi-ry troublesome 
to potatoes after corn. 


Deep plowing, I believe, is the nniver 


sal practice for potatoes. 
I prefer to use 


the harrow and roller very little before 
planting. The ground should be in such 
condition when plowed as not to require 
much preparation, and would be better 
without a harrow or a huol ou it, if possi- 
ble. 
But it should be clear of clods and 


in flne tilth. 
Il it is fine and loose, the

rarely misses a hill, and makes a perfectly 
straight row that is a pleasure to cultivate 
aud to plow out. It throws up a little 
ridge along the row, enough to mark it lor, 
cultivation before the plants come up, 
and, when this is harrowed down just be- 
fore tbe plants come through, it leaves 
the row clear of weeds. Tbe harrowing 
just before the plants come through is the 
most important cultivation ihe.potato re- 
ceives. Unfavorable weather or lack of 


Ltention jut-t then will cause trouble and 
oss lattr on. When a high ridge ia left, 
t planting, above the potatoes, and bad 
veatber or nt-glect prevents it being lev- 
led before the plants come through, it 
has to be leveled with the hoe, a labori- 


work. When a half-filled furruw is 


eft at planting to be filled by the culti- 
:ator later on, thus covering tbe weeds, 
here is danger of washing wheru the 
ground is rolling, and of the water lying 
n the furrow and rotting the potatoes 
where the ground is level. Early pota- 
oes can usually be raided on any \\eil 
liained, well fertilized land, there being 
luays sufficient moisture at that season; 


but the all-season potatoes require a deep 
=01! deeply plowed, and more constant, 
careful, intelligent cultivation. Tbe ob 


to be attained by cultivation are the 


Icslruction of weeds which lob the soil of 
iioisture and fertility, and the keeping 
ip capillary action and such control of it 
is \\ill conserve moi&tuie and supply it to 
.ho plants. Weeds may be kept down by 
weekly cultivation, with the addition of 
at least one clearing out of the rows with 
ihe h.te when the plants are font or iive 
inches high. At the first and probably 
ihe second cultivation the cultivator may 


run down four or five inches, bub the 


roots tiom that ti'ito will by so extended 
«is to be injured by deep cultivation, and 
the moisture thrown up will be lost. We 
want to destroy the capillarity of tbe soil 
at tbe surface, so as to prevent loss of 
moisture by evaporation, and to preserve 
it below the surface, au at- to supply the 
plant \\ith moisture from tbe subsoil, and 
with growth matenat in solution. This 
19 best done by frequent, shallow, level 
cultivation. A rain not only starts the 
weeds; it restores the capillary action at 
the surface; and a light shower may lead 
to more lossp of moisture by evaporation 
than it supplied. 


For this reason gardeners insist on co- 


pious rather than hvquent watering oi 
plants. It is important, then, that the 
cultivator should follow the shower aa 
soon as the ground is dry enough to work, 
I would keep up this level, shallow culti- 
vation until the plants are full grown, 
when they shade the giound and choke 
Juvvn till weeds but a few stiays vvhict 
muy be removed by hand. 
JBut what

Geld, and the weeds get the start, and the 
little blades of the cultivator will neither 
cut nor cover them. 


There is a need for an implement thai 


will make a clean cut. of rll weeds be- 
tween rows at one and a half inches be- 
low the burface, and ao far as I know sneh 
an impli'iiK'iu is nut put on the market 
by American manufacturers. 
The near- 


est approach to such an implement that J 
have seen was an exhibit at the late Phil- 
adelphia Exposition. It is ujade in Ger- 
many for the S. A. market, and was 
marked a "hoe fiame." The frame is the 
common V shaped cultivator frame, 
it 


has an adjustable gauge wheel in front, 
and has live dart shaped blades, pointec 
and sharp, bolted in horizontal position 
to the standards, and in addition has hor- 
izontal side-cutting blades at the ends o; 
the frame. [ pre&urne it was a consular 
exhibit placed there for the education of 
our implement inakeis, as it was not re- 
splendent in paint and varnish and nicke 
plate, but looked a^ if it had seen iielc 
service. Of course it were better never to 
need such an implement. 


I liA\e purposely omitted anv discus- 


sion of the tertili/.er question, as the fcuh- 
ject is too large for a single paper. 


The Colorado beetle seems to be here to 


stay. Tune was when it could have been 
gotten rid of by united action. 
But there 


are hundred of fanners everywhere who 
raise enough beetles not only to destroy 
their own profit in their potato crop, but 
to Mipnly all their neighbors with beetle 
stock. 


Puibon seems to be the only icmedy for 


the bug pe&t. aud Pans green i^ mosl gen- 
erally and most successfully used. 
But 


for some years passt I have not been able 
to get Paris green pure enough to kill 
bugs. 
Lasst summer I put 12 o/. of 1'aris 


green in iive gallons of water, with an 
atomizer, on half an acte of potatoes, and 
it seemed to give the bugs a good appetite 
:or potato tops. I usrd abont Gfteen 
rounds of Pai is green this year, at home 


on the njchards of neighbors, costing 


about §3.00. The men who mixed the 
puisor. wHh plaster of Paris, etc., proba- 
bly cleaied tw« or three dollar*, aud our 
neighborhood lostst\eral hundred dollars 
through their crookedness. 
If any one in

If tbe wheat does not look well after 


spring opens apply 100 pouoda of nitrate 
of aoda per acre, and tbe effect will be 
noticed immedia'«ly. Nitrate of soda 
always gives good results on wheat it ap- 
plied in tbe spring, and many crops have 
been saved by its use. Tbe coat of Ihe 
nitrate shonld not exceed $2.50 per acre, 
and the increase of straw aud grain will 
not only pay for ita use, but leave a 
profit as well. Should the frost throw 
some of tbe wheat plants up, use the 
roller as soon as it can be dnne.
